O hio Farmers Give Support 
To Stockyard Boycott Plan 


COLUMBUS, Oh io (AP)— Alarmed 
by d rastic flu ctu ations in h og p rices, 
Olio members of th e National Farm 
Organization Frid ay nigh t th rew th eir 
su p p ort beh ind a national th reat to 
boy cott stock y ard s. 


Some 5 00 Oh io farm ers attend ed an 
NFO rally at th e state fairgrou nd s and 
au th orized th e NFO board of d irectors 
to call for a “with h old ing action, 
wh enev er th ey th ink necessary ,” to 
k eep cattle, h ogs and lambs off th e 
mark et. 
Th e rally was p art of a national NFO 
p rotest of Presid ent Nix on’s p rice 
ceiling on meat annou nced Th u rsd ay . 
Th e au th orization v ote came after 
th ree h ou rs of d ebate in wh ich farmers 
cou ld not agree on an immed iate 
boy cott, u rged by NFO lead ersh ip 
early in th e week . 
After th e v ote, NFO lead ers said 
su ch a with h old ing action cou ld come 


“ at any tim e.” Com m ents from 
sev eral meat p rod u cers ind icated a 
d rop below a $35 p er h u nd red weigh t 
cou ld inv ok e a boy cott.

“Nev er in my lifetime h as th e 
m ark et resp ond ed so q u ick ly to 
any th ing,” said Earl McCormack , 
meat d irector for th e organization. 
Tom Conrad e, state NFO d irector, 
said if a with h old ing action was called 
it wou ld remain in effect u ntil p rice 
ceilings were remov ed or mark et floor 
p rices were establish ed . 
“All we want is cost of p rod u ction 


p lu s a reasonable p rofit,” h e said . 
“Ou r comp laint is not with th e con­ 
su mer bu t with th e (Nix on) Ad ­ 
ministration.” 
Robertson said sev eral major meat 
p ack ers h ad p romised to set a floor 
mark et p rice if th e NFO cou ld d eliv er 
15 million h ogs with in th e nex t few 
d ay s. 
“We’re almost th ere. In fact, we 
sh ou ld be ov er th at soon,” said Kirk 
Moreland , Oh io NFO p resid ent. 
Criticism of National AFL-CIO 
Presid ent George Meany , wh o su p ­ 
p orted th e ceiling, d rew ap p lau se from 
th e p ack ed crowd . 
“Until Mr. Meany is willing to ac­ 
cep t a roll back in wages for organized 
labor inv olv ed in food costs th at 
comp ares with th e 25 p er cent roll back 
in liv estock p rices th at occu rred th is 
week , we su ggest th at h e stand asid e 
wh ile farm ers mak e th eir figh t for fair 
p rices,” Robertson said .

If someone p assed 
ou t, th ey migh t lau gh at it. Th ey ob­ 
v iou sly enjoy ed th e d egrad ation,” Air 
Force Lt. Col. Rich ard P. Keirn said in 
an interv iew Frid ay at h is Tamp a, 
Fla., h ome. 
“Th ey 
were 
inferior, 
and 
th ey 
realized it. Th is was one reason th ey 
beat u s so. Th ey wanted u s h u miliated 
before th em, ” said Air Force Major 
Th omas E. Collins III of Clinton, Miss. 
Collins told a Jack son, Miss., news 
conference “to my k nowled ge, ev ery

m istreated ” p rior to 1969, wh en h e said 
cond itions imp rov ed . Keirn also was 
among th e p risoners tak en before 1969. 
Ad d itional d etails of h ow Americans 
su rv iv ed th e y ears in th e camp s 
continu ed to flow Frid ay from news 
conferences and interv iew s h eld 
across th e cou ntry by rep atriated 
p risoners. 
Nav y Cmd r. Ch arles Nels Tanner, 
for ex amp le, said h e was k ep t in 
solitary confinement for th ree y ears 
and tortu red to p rov id e confessions of 
war gu ilt.

Keirn, a career p ilot sh ot d own in 
Ju ly 1965 , sp ent 
7x k y ears in Hanoi, 
first at th e p rison d u bbed th e Hanoi 
Hilton and later at th e one called Th e 
Zoo. 
“Th ey brok e me many tim es,” h e 
said . “I’m no h ero. A man wh o say s 
th ey can’t get h im to d o wh at th ey want 
is ly ing. A p erson can tak e only so 
mu ch .” 
Meanwh ile, Melv in R. Ix iird , former 
secretary of d efense, told newsmen in 
Milwau k ee, Wis., th at th e Pentagon 
k new U.S. POWs h ad been tortu red bu t 


d ecid ed to remain silent rath er th an 
cau se angu ish for POWs’ relativ es.

Vietnam, one of ou r most omnip resent 
p roblems was try ing to ap p ly th e 
general p rincip les of th e “Cod e of Con­ 
d u ct” to sp ecific p risoner p roblems. 
Th e cod e req u ires th at y ou giv e only 
y ou r name, rank and serial nu mber 
u nless and u ntil th e enemy break s y ou r 
will to resist. 
As command er of ou r camp in 
Hanoi, wh ich we called Th e Zoo, I p u t 
ou t a p olicy not to write any th ing at all. 
I fou nd th at, in all cases, inclu d ing my 
own, a man wh o was tortu red for a 
confession wou ld p robably be willing 
to write answers to q u estions abou t 
wh at h e th ink s of Vietnamese mu sic 
rath er th an face tortu re again. 
I h ad to recognize th at p roblem in 
p olicy statements and ex h ort men “to 
bou nce back ” to th e original h ard line 
of no writing as soon as th ey cou ld find 
th e gu ts to d o so. We called th at 
“rolling.” 
In th e case of au tobiograp h ies, I can 
see some m erit in th e p osition of th ose 
wh o 
ad v ocate 
p reserv ing 
some 
strength and state of mind — so th at 
y ou can better ou twit y ou r cap tors — 
by writing a p articu larly false 


au tobiograp h y , bu t one wh ich is 
cred ible and wh ich y ou can remember 
later. 
Bu t for information of a military 
natu re or p rop agand a against my 
gov ernment, I th ink going th e limit is 
th e best way . 


Du ring th e p eriod of tortu re for my 
confession from Ap ril 20 to 24, 1966, I 
h ad agreed to p articip ate in a p ress 
conference. Th e 24th th ey really tor­ 
tu red me. I d on’t cou nt th e th ree d ay s 
with ou t bread and water — sitting on a 
stool, my h and s cu ffed in back — as 
tortu re, really . 
After th at session, th ey p u t me back 
in my room. 1 was in a room near 
Robby 
Risner 
(Air 
Force 
Col. 
Robinson Risner), wh o, lik e Stock d ale 
(Nav y C-ap t. Jam es B. Stock d ale), I 
consid ered a h ero. I told h im th ey h ad 
mad e me p romise to go to a p ress 
conference. He told me th ey were 
work ing on h im for th e same tiling. 
I said , "Well, 1 gu ess I’ll ju st go back 
and let th em h av e at me again.” 
I said I’d also consid ered going to th e 
p ress conference and blowing it u p so 
th at th ey ’d nev er h av e me go again. 
Bu t 1 said I p referred th e first al­ 
ternativ e, and Robby recommend ed I 
ou gh t to th ink it ov er. 
I th ou gh t it ov er. 
In th e meantime, th ey were giv ing 


me all-nigh t talk s abou t “th e tru th 
abou t th e war in Vietnam.” Most of th e 
time a gu y wh o cou ld h ard ly sp eak 
English k ep t telling me h ow th e 
Ru ssians h ad won World War II by 
d efeating th e Jap anese, crazy th ings 
lik e th at, and h ow th e war in th e Sou th 
was going to be d ecid ed not by bom­ 
bing bu t by land warfare and th at th e 
United States was bu tch ering th e 
North Vietnamese p eop le. 
He told me I h ad better go to th e 
p ress conference and I h ad better u se 
my h ead , remembering wh at I h ad 
gotten in th e p ast few d ay s. 


I was h and cu ffd and tak en to th is 
rath er nice bu ild ing and p u t in a room, 
wh ich h ad been, I th ink , a lad ies’ 
d ressing room. Th e gu ard brou gh t me 
a bottle of beer, bu t wh en h e was ou t of 
th e room I p ou red it d own th e sink . 
I look ed ou tsid e for way s of escap e. 
Bu t 1 was so tired and h and cu ffed — 
th at was wh en I d id n’t k now h ow to get 
ou t of h and cu ffs. I d ev elop ed th at lat­ 
er. 
1 went into th e p ress conference; and 
th is Jap anese gu y , obv iou sly oriented 
to th eir sid e, gav e me th is long, 
ingratiating talk d esigned to p u t me in 
th e p osition of eith er end orsing k illing 
civ ilians and eating 
ch ild ren for 
break fast or of cond emning my 
gov ernment. 


Th e cameras started grind ing, and I 
remembered an incid ent — someth ing 
my wife Jane h ad said once. It was 
abou t a y ear after Francis Gary 
Powers (th e U.S. U2 sp y p lane p ilot 
sh ot d own by th e Ru ssians in 1960) h ad 
giv en a so-called p ress conference in 
Moscow. 
We were h av ing a family d iscu ssion 
abou t it and Jane said , “It’s too bad h e 
d id th at.” And Donnie, my second - 
old est son, said , “Moth er, d on’t y ou 
k now th ey can mak e y ou say any ­ 
th ing?” 
I said , “Jane, th at’s righ t.” 
Sh e said , “Yes, bu t wou ld n’t it h av e 
been ju st grand if h e h ad fou nd th e 
cou rage to say noth ing?” 
So wh en th e Jap anese gu y finish ed 
th is tirad e, and ask ed wh at I th ou gh t of 
my gov ernment and th is war, I look ed 
into th e cameras v ery resolu tely and 
mad e a statement in as strong a v oice 
as I cou ld mu ster. 
1 said , “I d on’t k now wh at’s going on 
in th is war, becau se th e only sou rces of 
information I’v e h ad access to are 
y ou r magazines, newsp ap ers and ra­ 
d io. Bu t wh atev er my gov ernment is 
d oing, I agree with it and I will su p p ort 
it as long as I liv e.” 
I ¿» ter in th e interv iew, I said almost 
th e same th ing, bu t not q u ite as 
strongly . And th e second statement, 


amazingly to me, actu ally reach ed th e 
United States news med ia. 
I ¿» ter th at same nigh t, I was in­ 
terv iewed by Wilfred Bu rch ett, and I 
was able to argu e with h im con­ 
scientiou sly , bu t I’v e been told h e 
p rinted some lies, as u su al, inclu d ing 
th e farce th at 1 was cap tu red by a 
militiawoman. 


(Bu rch ett is an Au stralian jou rnalist 
wh o h as rep orted on th e Korean and 
Vietnam wars from th e Conu nu nist 
sid e.) 
One or two d ay s later, 1 was in­ 
terv iewed by a Ch ilean Red jou rnalist. 
I stu ck u p for ou r sid e, said some in­ 
nocu ou s th ings and ru d ely got u p and 
left before th e conference was ov er, 
h op ing to end th e p ress conference 
orgy ev en if it meant more tortu re. 
Th ey took me back to th e Hilton bu t 
mov ed me to a section called Heart­ 
break Hotel. I was again in contact 
with Jim Stock d ale, alth ou gh I was 
still “solo.” After fiv e d ay s, th ey came 
and listed nine reasons wh y th ey h ad to 
tortu re me again. Among th e reasons 
was misbeh av ing at th e p ress con­ 
ference. Th ey told me th ey wanted me 
to write 
a 
news 
statement 
and 
someth ing military , bu t really wh at 
th ey were d oing was simp ly p u nish ing 
me for th e news conference. 
Wh en I went into th at wellk nown 


tortu re room — th e p lace we called th e 
Au d itoriu m — th is time, th ere was 
blood on th e floor, a th ick p ool of it, and 
a long stream of it. I th ou gh t th ey h ad 
tak en a ch ick en or a p ig or someth ing 
and were try ing to intimid ate me. 
I really d id n’t th ink th ey h ad gotten 
th at rou gh . 
I th ou gh t, well, th at’s not going to 
scare me. I fou nd ou t later one of th ose 
jagged irons th ey u sed in th ere h ad 
really creamed somebod y . 
I ¿iter th ey p u t me on a stool and 
crossed my legs and forced a nine-and - 
a-h alf foot iron bar th rou gh my ank le 
sh ack les in su ch a way th at it took 
th ree men to force my legs so th at my 
ank les were p arallel. Th en it was iron 
against bone and bone against bone. It 
was lik e getting a sp rained ank le ev ery 
second . It was th e closest I ev er came 
to losing my mind . I d on’t k now h ow 
many rosaries I went th rou gh ; it mu st 
h av e been 5 0. 
I got th rou gh th at long nigh t by 
p ray ing and lasting a minu te at a time, 
a second at a time.

Ohio Farmers Give Support 
To Stockyard Boycott Plan 


COLUMBUS, Ohio (AP)— Alarmed 
by drastic fluctuations in hog prices, 
Ohio members of the National Farm 
Organization Friday night threw their 
support behind a national threat to 
boycott stockyards. 


Some 500 Ohio farmers attended an 
NFO rally at the state fairgrounds and 
authorized the NFO board of directors 
to call for a “withholding action, 
whenever they think necessary,” to 
keep cattle, hogs and lambs off the 
market. 
The rally was part of a national NFO 
protest of President Nixon’s price 
ceiling on meat announced Thursday. 
The authorization vote came after 
three hours of debate in which farmers 
could not agree on an immediate 
boycott, urged by NFO leadership 
early in the week. 
After the vote, NFO leaders said 
such a withholding action could come 


“ at any tim e.” Comments from 
several meat producers indicated a 
drop below a $35 per hundredweight 
could invoke a boycott.

Robertson blamed a drop from about 
$38 per hundredweight to $29.50 per 
hundredweight in Ohio hog prices 
Wednesday 
to 
‘‘adm inistrative 
maneuvering and labor.” 


But he credited rises to $36.50 and 
$36.25 Thursday and Friday to the 
NFO’s boycott threat. 
“Never in my lifetime has the 
market responded so quickly to 
anything,” said Earl McCormack, 
meat director for the organization. 
Tom Conrade, state NFO director, 
said if a withholding action was called 
it would remain in effect until price 
ceilings were removed or market floor 
prices were established. 
“ All we want is cost of production 


plus a reasonable profit,” he said. 
“Our complaint is not with the con­ 
sumer but with the (Nixon) Ad­ 
ministration.” 
Robertson said several major meat 
packers had promised to set a floor 
market price if the NFO could deliver 
15 million hogs within the next few 
days. 
“We’re almost there. In fact, we 
should be over that soon,” said Kirk 
Moreland, Ohio NFO president. 
Criticism of National AFL-CIO 
President George Meany, who sup­ 
ported the ceiling, drew applause from 
the packed crowd. 
“Until Mr. Meany is willing to ac­ 
cept a roll back in wages for organized 
labor involved in food costs that 
compares with the 25 per cent roll back 
in livestock prices that occurred this 
week, we suggest that he stand aside 
while farmers make their fight for fair 
prices,” Robertson said.

Operation Homecoming shifts into 
its final phase today as hospital jets 
bring 48 liberated American prisoners 
of war home. 
A final wave of 69 more former 
prisoners — the last of 587 men 
released from prisons in Vietnam and 
taos — was expected to fly to the 
United States by Sunday. 
Another POW not listed previously 
by the Communists is to be turned over 
Sunday about 70 miles south of Saigon 
and flown to the Philippines. He is 
Capt. Robert T. White, 32, of Newport 
News, Va., an Army adviser to the 
South Vietnamese when captured in 
1969. 
The planes carrying the 48 men were 
bound for Travis Air Force Base, Calif. 
— the stateside departure point for 
many Americans who went to Vietnam 
- and to Scott AFB, 111., and Kelly 
AFB, Tex. Additional legs for two of 
the three flights were scheduled to 
take returnees on to Andrews AFB, 
Md., and Sheppard AFB, Tex. 
The former prisoners, released 
Wednesday by the North Vietnamese 
and 
Laotian 
Pathet 
Lao, were 
garlanded with flowers and laden with 
gifts for loved ones as they boarded the 
Operation Homecoming planes at 
Clark Air Base in the Philippines. 
Today’s 
four 
homeward-bound 
flights followed two planes that 
brought 32 men home Friday for long­ 
awaited family reunions. 
“Our hearts and minds are filled 
with joy,” Navy LL Cmdr. Phillip 
Kientzler of Poway, Calif., told the 
rain-soaked welcoming crowd which 
met his plane Friday at Travis AFB, 50 
miles northeast of San Francisco. 
“Our faith never wavered in our 
people or in our President. We are all 
tremendously happy to be back to 
America, and our thoughts turn to 
reunions with our loved ones,” the 
prisoner of three months said. 
One of the returnees on Friday’s last 
flight, Marine CWO William E . 
Thomas Jr., had an unusual mid- 
Pacific radio-telephone reunion with 
his wife. 
Officers said Thomas’ wife and two 
sons, who live Kailua, Hawaii, could 
not meet his plane when it made a 
refueling stop in Hawaii because they 
had to catch a commercial flight for 


California, where Thomas is assigned 
to a Marine hospital for recuperation. 
When Thomas learned that his wife’s 
plane was just 15 minutes behind him 
on the trans-Pacific flight, he per­ 


suaded the flight crew to put through a 
.surprise radio-telephone call to her. 
For Travis, today’s homecoming 


flights mark the end of an 11-year 
chapter in the base’s history. 


White House 
Loosens Reins 
On Watergate 


WASHINGTON (AP) - The White 
House says it may permit staff 
members to appear informally before 
the Senate committee investigating 
the Watergate break-in. 
Presidential Press Secretary Ronald 
I.. Ziegler also said Friday that White 
House employes who might be sum­ 
moned before a federal grand jury in­ 
vestigating the Watergate affair have 
been ordered by President Nixon to 
appear and testify. 
But while staff members may be 
allowed to answer questions for the 
Senate committee, he said, the 
procedure would have to stop short of 
an appearance at a formal committee 
meeting. 
In other developments: 
—A source close to the Senate in­ 
vestigation said convicted Watergate 
conspirator Jam es W. McCord Jr., told 
Senate investigators that presidential 
chief-of-staff H.R. Haldeman “ had to 
be aware” of plans to bug the 
Democratic headquarters. 
—Chief U.S. District Court Judge 
John J. Sirica, who had been scheduled 
to pronounce sentence on McCord 
Friday, postponed sentencing until 
June 15 to give McCord time to com­ 
plete his Senate testimony and to tell a 
federal grand jury what he knows 
about the case. 


—G. Gordon Liddy, described a i 


organizer of the conspiracy, was or­ 
dered to testify before the grand jury 
by Sirica, who panted him immunity 
from prosecution for anything he 
might say. But Liddy spent more than 
90 minutes before the grand jury 
Friday and apparently refused to 
answer questions. 
His lawyer said 
Liddy—already 


sentenced to at least six years, eight 
months in prison for his Watergate 
activities — had invoked the 5th 
Amendment and would be back in 
court Monday to face a contempt 
citation. 
The Senate committee probing the 


case also issued subpoenas to three 
lower echelon GOP campaign workers 
to corroborate McCord’s story, a 
source said.

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Prison Camp Horrors Disclosed

Several former American prisoners 
of war say the North Vietnamese used 
torture not only as a means of ob­ 
taining military 
information from 
their captives but also to humiliate 
them. 
“They did everything they could to 
humiliate a man. If someone passed 
out, they might laugh at it. They ob­ 
viously enjoyed the degradation,” Air 
Force Ll. Col. Richard P. Keirn said in 
an interview Friday at his Tampa, 
Fla., home. 
“They 
were 
inferior, 
and 
they 
realized it. This was one reason they 
beat us so. They wanted us humiliated 
before them, ” said Air Force Major 
Thomas E. Collins III of Clinton, Miss. 
Collins told a Jackson, Miss., news 
conference “to my knowledge, every 


man 
in 
North 
Vietnam 
was 
mistreated” prior to 1969, when he said 
conditions improved. Keirn also was 
among the prisoners taken before 1969. 
Additional details of how Americans 
survived the years in the camps 
continued to flow Friday from news 
conferences and interviews held 
across the country by repatriated 
prisoners. 
Navy Cmdr. Charles Nels Tanner, 
for example, said he was kept in 
solitary confinement for three years 
and tortured to provide confessions of 
war guilt. Tanner showed newsmen in 
Covington, Ky., the scars left on his 
wrists by his captors’ ropes. 
An American civilian prisoner of 
war said today on his arrival in the 
Philippines that he was tied for 2M* 
years in stocks and for 3*^ years was 


chained so that he could not stand up. 
Ernest 
C. 
Brace—a 41-year-old, 
rugged ex-Marine — told newsmen at 
Clark Air Base that his punishment for 
trying to run away also included being 
buried up to his neck in a hole for a 
week. 
Keirn, a career pilot shot down in 
July 1965, spent 71^ years in Hanoi, 
first at the prison dubbed the Hanoi 
Hilton and later at the one called The 
Zoo. 
“They broke me many times,” he 
said. “ I’m no hero. A man who says 
they can’t get him to do what they want 
is lying. A person can take only so 
much.” 
Meanwhile, Melvin R. taird, former 
secretary of defense, told newsmen in 
Milwaukee, Wis., that the Pentagon 
knew U.S. POWS had been tortured but 


decided to remain silent rather than 
cause anguish for POWs’ relatives.

Denton Tells Of Red Torture To Gain 
Propaganda

During my imprisonment in North 
Vietnam, one of our most omnipresent 
problems was trying to apply the 
general principles of the “Code of Con­ 
duct” to specific prisoner problems. 


The code requires that you give only 
your name, rank and serial number 
unless and until the enemy breaks your 
will to resist. 
As commander of our camp in 
Hanoi, which we called The Zoo, I put 
out a policy not to write anything at all. 
I found that, in all cases, including my 
own, a man who was tortured for a 
confession would probably be willing 
to write answers to questions about 
what he thinks of Vietnamese music 
rather than face torture again. 
I had to recognize that problem in 
policy statements and exhort men "to 
bounce back” to the original hard line 
of no writing as soon as they could find 
the guts to do so. We called that 
“rolling.” 


In the case of autobiographies, I can 


see some merit in the position of those 
who advocate 
preserving 
some 


strength and state of mind — so that 
you can better outwit your captors — 
by writing a particularly false 


autobiography, but one which is 
credible and which you can remember 
later. 
But for information of a military 
nature or propaganda against my 
government, I think going the limit is 
the best way. 


During the period of torture for my 
confession from April 20 to 24, 1966, I 
had agreed to participate in a press 
conference. The 24th they really tor­ 
tured me. I don’t count the three days 
without bread and water — sitting on a 
stool, my hands cuffed in back — as 
torture, really. 
After that session, they put me back 
in my room. I was in a room near 
Bobby 
Risner 
(Air 
Force 
Col. 
Robinson Risner), who, like Stockdale 
(Navy Capt. Jam es B. Stockdale), I 
considered a hero. I told him they had 
made me promise to go to a press 
conference. He told me they were 
working on him for the same tiling. 
I said, “ Well, I guess I’ll just go back 
and let them have at me again.” 
I said I’d also considered going to the 
press conference and blowing it up so 
that they’d never have me go again. 
But I said I preferred the first al­ 
ternative, and Robby recommended I 
ought to think it over. 
I thought it over. 
In the meantime, they were giving 


me all-night talks about “the truth 
about the war in Vietnam.” Most of the 
time a guy who could hardly speak 
English kept telling me how the 
Russians had won World War II by 
defeating the Japanese, crazy things 
like that, and how tile war in the South 
was going to be decided not by bom­ 
bing but by land warfare and that the 
United States was butchering the 
North Vietnamese people. 
He told me I had better go to the 
press conference and I had better use 
my head, remembering what I had 
gotten in the past few days. 


I was handcuffd and taken to this 
rather nice building and put in a room, 
which had been, I think, a ladies’ 
dressing room. Hie guard brought me 
a bottle of beer, but when he was out of 
the room I poured it down the sink. 
I looked outside for ways of escape. 
Rut I was so tired and handcuffed — 
that was when I didn’t know how to get 
out of handcuffs. I developed that lat­ 
er. 
I went into the press conference; and 
this Japanese guy, obviously oriented 
to their side, gave me this long, 
ingratiating talk designed to put me in 
the position of either endorsing killing 
civilians 
and eating 
children for 
breakfast or of condemning my 
government. 


The cameras started grinding, and I 
remembered an incident — something 
my wife Jane had said once. It was 
about a year after Francis Gary 
Powers (the U.S. U2 spy plane pilot 
shot down by the Russians in 1960) had 
given a so-called press conference in 
Moscow. 
We were having a family discussion 
about it and Jane said, “ It’s too bad he 
did that.” And Donnie, my second- 
oldest son, said, “ Mother, don’t you 
know they can make you say any­ 
thing?” 
I said, "Jane, that’s right.” 
She said, "Yes, but wouldn’t it have 
been just grand if he had found the 
courage to say nothing?” 
So when the Japanese guy finished 
this tirade, and asked what I thought of 
my government and this war, I looked 
into the cameras very resolutely and 
made a statement in as strong a voice 
as I could muster. 
I said, “ I don’t know what’s going on 
in this war, because the only sources of 
information I’ve had access to are 
your magazines, newspapers and ra­ 
dio. But whatever my government is 
doing, I agree with it and I will support 
it as long as I live.” 
tater in the interview, I said almost 
the same thing, but not quite as 
strongly. And the second statement, 


amazingly to me, actually reached the 
United States news media. 
tater that same night, I was in­ 
terviewed by Wilfred Burchett, and I 
was able to argue with him con­ 
scientiously, but I’ve been told he 
printed some lies, as usual, including 
the farce that I was captured by a 
militiawoman. 


(Burchett is an Australian journalist 
who has reported on the Korean and 
Vietnam wars from the Communist 
side.) 
One or two days later, I was in­ 
terviewed by a Chilean Red journalist. 
I stuck up for our side, said some in­ 
nocuous things and rudely got up and 
left before the conference was over, 
hoping to end the press conference 
orgy even if it meant more torture. 
They took me back to the Hilton but 
moved me to a section called Heart­ 
break Hotel. I was again in contact 
with Jim Stockdale, although I was 
still “solo.” After five days, they came 
and listed nine reasons why they had to 
torture me again. Among the reasons 
was misbehaving at the press con­ 
ference. They told me they wanted me 
to write a 
news 
statement 
and 
something military, but really what 
they were doing was simply punishing 
me for the news conference. 
When I went into that wellknown 


torture room — the place we called the 
Auditorium — this time, there was 
blood on the floor, a thick pool of it, and 
a long stream of it. I thought they had 
taken a chicken or a pig or something 
and were trying to intimidate me. 
I really didn’t think they had gotten 
that rough. 
I thought, well, that’s not going to 
scare me. I found out later one of those 
jagged irons they used in there had 
really creamed somebody. 
tater they put me on a stool and 


crossed my legs and forced a nine-and- 
a-half foot iron bar through my ankle 
shackles in such a way that it took 
three men to force my legs so that my 
ankles were parallel. Then it was iron 
against bone and bone against bone. It 
was like getting a sprained ankle every 
second. It was the closest I ever came 
to losing my mind. I don’t know how 
many rosaries I went through; it must 
have been 50. 


I got through that long night by 


praying and lasting a minute at a time, 
a second at a time. 
In 
spite 
of 
these 
sessions, 
I 


developed and retained a belief that a 
prisoner should resist everything. 
Giving in easily or without torture 
gains you nothing. You must take the 
attitude that, if they’re going to kill 
you, they’re going to kill you. You’re 
like a troop in the field.

Meat and o ther fo o d prices during 
that perio d increased o nly 33 percent. 
In fact, fo o d price increases fo r 
sev eral y ears lagged way behind o ther 
price increases in the co nsumer price 
index , standing as o ne o f the few items 
slo wing the inflatio nary spiral. As 1973 
begun, tho ugh, fo o d prices spurted 
upward rapidly and no w hav e sur­ 
passed the av erage price increases o f 
o ther co nsumer pro ducts. 
Why did fo o d prices mo v e up so 
rapidly at the beginning o f the y ear? 
Mainly because o f rapidly rising meat 
prices. The increasing demand finally 
caught up with the supply . And this 
brings us to the seco nd reaso n Watkins 
po ints o ut fo r higher meat prices — 
farmer frustratio n back in 19 71. Bo th 
po rk and beef pro duceers in early 1971 
suffered fro m lo w prices. Breeding 
herds were so ld and many cattlemen 
and ho g farmers went o ut o f business. 
There was no incentiv e fo r remaining 
pro ducers to ex pand herds — until 
recently .

Farm Ponds 
Need Attention

Ohio’s landscape is dotted with 
thousands of small bodies of water, 
commonly called ponds. Most of these 
are man-made and were built for 
specific purposes — v ary ing with the 
needs of the builder or owner. Like any 
other unit of land, each of these ponds 
must be managed, it it is to serv e its 
intended purpose. 
“ Some 
management 
decisions 
should be made before the pond is 
constructed,’’ say s Tom Stockdale, 
ex tension wildlife specialist at the 
School of Natural Resources, The Ohio 
State Univ ersity . “ Ex amples include 
the uses to be made of the pond and its 
water, land use of the area surroun­ 
ding the pond, and the principle source 
of water from which the pond will be 
filled and maintained.” 
First, the use, or uses, is important 
because all management practices are 
not compatible with all uses. If the 
water is to be used for domestic or 
liv estock consumption or for irrigation 
or spray water, chemicals that can be 
used for weed and population control 
are limited. 
Second, land 
use 
of 
the 
area 
surrounding the pond is important 
primarily because rainwater running 
off the land may carry sediment or 
liv estock wastes into the pond. This 
can cause problems for certain pond 
uses. 
Third, the principle source of water 
— usually runoff, spring, or pumped 
water (from a tile or ditch) — will 
determine the water quality and, in the 
case of springs, temperature. 
“ If the pond is a recreation, wildlife, 
and aesthetics pond, most chemicals 
recommended for management can be 
used, 
and 
we 
can 
manage 
for 
max imum recreational potential,” 
Stockdale say s. “ Howev er, if the water 
is being used in the household or for 
irrigation or similar uses, we may 
hav e to settle for something less than 
the best recreational practices.” 
“ Once y ou hav e made a decision as 
to the principle use to be made of the 
pond, 
y ou can proceed 
with 
its 
management,” Stockdale emphasizes. 
“ Consider this question carefully 
because once y ou apply a chemical, it 
is hard to change y our management 
plan.” 
Pond management, then, starts with 
purpose and continues with practices 
tailored to achiev e that purpose. A 
suitable site and proper construction 
are requisites to successful subsequent 
management of small impoundments. 
l,and owners interested in con­ 
structing ponds can get technical help 
from local Soil Conserv ation Serv ice 
district conserv ationists. 
For owners with ponds either newly 
constructed or of longer ex istence, 
Stockdale is preparing a bulletin,

Pointers From Penn!

When asparagus and rhubarb ap­ 
pear in the produce department at the 
supermarket, it is a sure sign of 
spring. The season for both of these 
springtime favorites is short so here 
are some pointers to help you get the 
most enjoyment and value from them.

Did you know there are about 150 
species of asparagus spread around 
the world? All are perennials and 
many species are grown for or­ 
namental purposes. The asparagus we 
know today was a popular appetizer at 
ancient Roman dinners and in fact, 
was known as far back as 200 B.C. It is 
assumed that asparagus was brought 
to the New World by the earliest 
voyagers. Until early May, when local 
production begins, asparagus you see 
on the produce counter will be from 
California.

“Consider this question carefully 
because once you apply a chemical, it 
is hard to change your management 
plan.” 
Pond management, then, starts with 
purpose and continues with practices 
tailored to achieve that purpose. A 
suitable site and proper construction 
are requisites to successful subsequent 
management of small impoundments. 
I^and owners interested in con­ 
structing ponds can get technical help 
from local Soil Conservation Service 
district conservationists. 
For owners with ponds either newly 
constructed or of longer existence, 
Stockdale is preparing a bulletin, 
Cooperative 
Extension 
Service 
Bulletin 374, that will be available 
from local county Extension Service 
offices by mid-May. Titled “Ohio Pond 


Management,” this bulletin will 
consider such items as stocking the 
pond, pond fertility, maintaining good 
fishing, and controlling weeds.

Rhubarb 
Rhubarb is a springtime vegetable 
that tastes like a fruit. Botanists 
classify rhubarb as a vegetable, but we 
recognize it as one of springtime’s first 
fruits with its tart piquant flavor. 
When shopping for fresh rhubarb, 
choose stalks that are firm and crisp. 
Hothouse rhubarb which you are 
seeing now is colored a pink to a rose- 
red all the way to the leaf. Field grown 
rhubarb on the market from late April 
until early June is a rosy to dark red 
color and medium to thick stalks will 
provide a more tender product, free 
from strings. Hothouse rhubarb will 
have a milder, more delicate flavor 
than field grown. 
Cut off and discard all rhubarb 
leaves. They are harmful to eat. Wash, 
dry and wrap stalks in wax paper. 
Store in the refrigerator.

The Federal Highway Ad­ 
ministratio n has been a leading 
adv o cate o f breakway po les 
and signs in an effo rt to reduce 
the impact o f co llisio ns with

o bjects.

do ubtedly the im pact with 
o bjects which giv e way is less 
damaging than it wo uld be if 
the v ehicle was fo rced to a 
v io lent, sudden sto p. 
But statistics are beginning 
to sho w a seco ndary effect o f 
the breakway 
barriers:

v ehicles which o v erturn in o ff- 
ro ad, single-car accidents. The 
percentage o f v ehicles turning

Safety Move Questioned 


In continuing efforts to 
reduce highway fatalities and 
injuries, safety experts have 
experimented with everything 
from highway 
materials 
to 
road signs 
and 
breakaway 
poles. The latter device has 
produced some controversy by 
highway 
engineers 
who 
question whether the benefits 
may be overshadowed by 
disadvantages. 
The Federal Highway Ad­ 
ministration has been a leading 
advocate of breakway poles 
and signs in an effort to reduce 
the impact of collisions with 
im movable 
objects.

doubtedly the impact with 
objects which give way is less 
damaging than it would be if 
the vehicle was forced to a 
violent, sudden stop. 
But statistics are beginning 
to show a secondary effect of 
the breakway 
barriers: 
an 
increasing 
percentage 
of 
vehicles which overturn in off- 
road, single-car accidents. The 
percentage of vehicles turning 
over after striking stationary 
objects has risen from less than 
50 per cent to more than 60 per 
cent in three years. Concerted 
efforts to employ breakaway 
poles began in 1967. 


The disturbing aspect of the 
higher rate of turnovers is that 
such accidents 
account for 
more than half the fatalities on 
interstate highways. Another

Reagan’s New Tax Plan 


Maybe it’s becasue the flow ot news 
is generally from east to west, but 
wahtever the reason. Governor Ronald 
Reagan’s new proposal for reducing 
California’s income tax has so far not 
attracted the attention it deserves east 
of the Mississippi. 
This is surprising for two reasons. 
First, because the Reagan plan is 
genuinely original, intellectually 
challenging, and might well reverse 
the historical trend of ever-increading 
taxes. But second, because the 
governor 
is 
an 
all-but-certain 
challenger for the 1976 nomination, 
and his tax reform, if he can bring it 
off, will therefore have national im­ 
plications. 
Just for starters, sucessful tax 
reform would give Reagan a strong

boost in the New Hampshire primary. 
New Hampshireites are zealous in 
their resistance to higher taxes; in­ 
deed, they have just elected to the 
governorship Meldrim Thomson Jr., 
who for years has been the highly 
articulate symbol of such resistance.

NEW YORK (AP) - One trait that 
stands out in bold relief among the 
administration’s economic advisers is 
that they retain their confidence far 
longer than do consumers, investors, 
borrowers and others who make up 
this country. 
Food buyers are exasperated, not 
only with high prices and promises, 
but with the dichotomy of philosophy 
that puts much of the economy under 
controls while telling them they are on 
their own. 
Investors can’t seem to pump a 
decent capital gain out of the stock 
market. 
Borrowers aren’t trusting anybody 
and so are grabbing their money now 
before rates rise or money supply 
shrinks and catches them in a vise that 
could abort their most elaborate plans. 
“We are currently in one of those 
periods in which all bad things seem to 
happen at the same time,” says Argus 
Research, supplier of economic and 
investment research for brokers and 
others. 
It lists these problems: 
—Prices are rising very rapidly, 
much more rapidly than they did last 
year and more rapidly than the ad­ 
ministration and most economists said 
they would. 
—Short-term interest rates have 
moved up quickly over the past two 
months. 
—Business borrowing from com­ 
mercial banks has grown at an 
astronomical rate. 
—Banks have bid up their own 
borrowing rates to the regulation 
ceilings. 


—The international money markets 
have been manhandled by the 
currency speculators. 
Still, there appears to be the feeling 
in Washington that the economic plan 
called Phase 3 is working, even though 
the amateur opinions of millions of 
consumers are now backed up by the 
professional’s statistics. 
The mass of amateur economists 
such as the food shoppers have reason 
to feel they are correct about the 
economy. They feel it in their guts: 
The prices rising fastest of all involve 
man’s basic needs: food, shelter, 
health, clothing. 
Still, despite the invalidity of their 
assumptions, the professionals remain 
convinced that better times will be 
upon the country by late summer. 
They note a leveling in some wholesale 
prices and offer this as proof that relief 
at the retail level is due in two to six 
months. 


The housewife, who never placed her 
faith in theories, is loath to accept this 
evidence. Instead, she is reminded of 
past promises that were followed by a 
27.4 per cent increase in retail food 
prices in January February. 
That same lack of faith can be found 
at all levels of the business community 
where, despite professions of faith in 
the future, they are taking precautions 
against the worst.

ADDIS ABABA, Ethiopia (AP) — 
One of the most expensive tickets in 
Addis 
Ababa buys you a bath. 
Romance is extra. 
A short bugle blast from Emperor 
Haile Selassie’s palace is a string of 
144 red brick cubicles with plastic 
domes — the new Filwoha baths 
Empress Taitu stopped to soak her feet 
at these hillside springs nearly IOO 
years ago and thus laid the foundations 
of Addis Ababa. 
Ethiopians flock to the baths. 
Tourists grimy from eastern Africa’s 
wild game parks shouldn’t miss them. 
But a visitor looking for more exotic 
bathing pleasures than just getting 
clean may be disappointed. 
The new Filwoha baths answer the 
coed Finnish sauna and the New York 
steam-and-sex parlor mostly by 
ignoring the question. 
The architecture can’t compare with 
the classical pillars of the great 
English spa at Bath but the formula at 
Filwoha is the same — volcanic heat 
plus mineral water equals health. A 
sign proclaims the waters effective 
against stains, acne and wrinkles. Or 
as an attendant told one wrinkled, 
stained client, “If you believe in 
something, you’ll be cured.” 
Five Ethiopian dollars — about $2.50 
buys a bar of English soap and three 
large towels. A guard in a military - 
style uniform checks your ticket, 
which looks more like a supermarket 
receipt than a ticket to adventure. 
You get the brief attention of a bored 
female in a blue smock, who points 
you toward a two-room suite and goes 
back to reading the newspaper. A 
stony-faced, barefoot male attendant 
turns on the water and vanishes. Not a 
word has been spoken, and since it is 
noon and with-it Ethiopians bathe at 
night, you are the only customer in the 
place. 
You’ve paid your way into what 
looks like an oversized, six-sided 
American bathroom, including a 
fashionable low-profile toilet. The 
water filling the green-tile tub comes 
in two temperatures — hot and un­ 
bearable. An adjoining room contains 
a plastic reclining chair, table and a 
sexy paperback — in unreadable 
Amharic-language script. 
This is first class at Filwoha, costing 
more than a movie and nearly as much 


as bacon and eggs at a luxury hotel. 
For 1.50 Ethiopian dollars — about 75 
U.S. cents, fourth-class patrons get 
showers. 
You sweat it out until the heat and 
Addis Ababa’s 8,000-foot altitude 
combine to set your heart pounding. 
Now stainless and wrinkle-free, you 
stagger to the chair. Further effort is 
impossible for half an hour.

WASHINGTON (AP) - The Food 
and Drug Administration says it will 
investigate a consum er group’s 
charges 
that 
defective 
heart 
pacemakers may have been implanted 
in some American patients. 
Ralph Nader’s Health Research 
Group urged the government Thurs­ 
day to order a recall of up to 30,000 
pacemakers m anufactured before 
April 1972 by Medtronic Inc. of Min­ 
neapolis, Minn. 
“More than 30,000 Americans have 
heart pacemaking devices which could 
potentially, without 
warning, stop 
working and subject their owners to 
fainting, shock or even death,” the or­ 
ganization said in a four-page report. 
Earl E. Bakken, president of the 
firm, denied the allegations in general 
but said he could not discuss specifics 
until he had read the report.

have 
continually 
kept 
physicians advised concerning our 
products and believe that our devices 
are the most reliable pacemakers 
available today,” he said.

disclosed it had recalled 343 external 
units because of a defective battery 
clip. 
The recall urged by the Nader group 
would involve surgical replacement of 
five Medtronic pacemaker models, 
which are implanted under the skin in 
the chest or abdomen.

A further reduction in xet-aslde 
requirements for the full compliance 
prov ision of the 
19 73 Feed drain 
l*rogram was announced by Secretary 
of Agriculture Karl L. Butz today in 
order to bring U S, feed grain supplies 
more in lint* with ex pected demand. 
The required set-a side for fuli 
compliance is changed from 25 to 10 
per cent of a producer’s feed grain 
base. For participants who elected not 
to comply fully with the set-aside 
progra m , the required set-a side 
remains unchanged. 
Today ’s action is taken to prev ent or 
allev iate a shortage in the supply of 
agricultural commodities. The action 
will free up an estimated additional 
13.5 million acres for production of 
grain and other crops and for forage, 
ÚSDA officials said. Department of­ 
ficials said the action is considered 
necessary after rev iewing the March 1 
planting intentions report (released 
March 15). The 5,772-million bushel 
production of com for 19 73 indicated in 
the report is considered insufficient to 
fulfill projected domestic and ex port 
dem and and 
m a inta in 
adequate 
carry ov er stocks, they said. 
At the same time the Secretary 
reemphasized that the 53.8 million 
a cres of soy beans indicated in the 
March 1 report are the minimum 
needed in order to meet demand.

Pests Confused, Too 
Most of us would like an “ instant 
replay ” of the short spring we had a 
couple of weeks ago. Instead of us 
fooling Mother Nature, she is fooling 
us. 
And, it’s got the insects confused, 
too. One of the first insects to signal the 
new season is the stonefly . Stonefly 
ny mphs (the immature stage) liv e in 
water, usually under stones in streams 
or along lakeshores. This giv es the 
insect its name. Most larv ae are plant 
feeders, although a few liv e by prey ing 
on other animals. 
You may encounter stoneflies at this 
time of the y ear, since the insect 
emerges, feeds, and mates during late 
winter and early spring months. The 
spring prev iew apparently brought 
some of these insects out of hiding, 
since sev eral specimens of the stonefly 
were sent in to the Department of 
Entomology during 
the 
past 
few 
weeks. 
Adult stoneflies are harmless to 
humans. Because they fly around the 
windows, doors, and foundations of 
homes, some of them often find their 
way inside. This alarms homeowners 
because they are not sure if the pest is 
harmless or not. Usually , indiv iduals 
can be picked up with a v acuum 
cleaner and the contents destroy ed. A 3 
per cent spray of premium grade 
malathion can be used inside. Direct 
spray at the pest. Outdoors, apply a 3 
per cent m a la thion spra y along 
doorway s, windows, porches, patios 
and similar places which may serv e as 
an entry for the insects. 
Mail-A-Pest 
If y ou want to send an insect 
specim en to the Ex tension 
E n­ 
tomologist for identification, here’s 
how y ou do it: Place moth, beetle, or 
butterfly specimens in a small, crush- 
proof box . Put soft - bodied specimens 
such as larv ae (worms), spiders, or 
ticks in a v ia! of rubbing alcohol before 
placing them in mailing tubes or 
comparable mailing containers. Mail 
them or bring them to the County 
Ex tension Office, at 137 W. Franklin 
Street in Circlev ille. 
It is usually helpful if y ou note where 
the insect was found, if only a few or 
many were present, the plant or other 
item on which pest was found, and any 
other information av ailable such as 
damage. 
Fence Me In 
Is 
y our 
patio 
like 
a 
fishbowl, 
rev ealing to neighbors and street 
traffic ev ery mov e y ou make? So, 
screen v iewers out. Naturally , a fence 
is the ea siest and quickest way to gain 
priv acy . It requires a little space and 
hardly any maintenance. 
Wood is an ex pensiv e way to shield 
the backy ard, though. Shrubbery that 
is closely spaced will cost only a 
fraction of that of a fence. Howev er, a 
shrub screen will require more space. 
Properly spaced shrubs take up 6 to 12 
feet when they reach the screening 
height. Too, shrubs require sev eral 
y ears to fill in and reach a sufficient 
height. 
A combination may suit y our needs 
better (or quicker). Use a short section 
of fence in areas where immediate 
priv acy is desired and fill in the rest of 
the border with shrubs.

Reds Step Up 
Base Seige 
N ear Saigon 


SAIGON (AP) — Communist forces 
stepped up their siege of a ranger base 
50 m iles north of Saigon today and 
shelled four outposts around Hue, the 
South Vietnamese command reported. 


A 
communique 
said 
the 
North 
Vietnamese and Viet Cong hit the Tong 
le Chan ranger base with more than 
1,300 artillery shells and also made a 
ground attack. The comminique said 
one gov ernment soldier was killed and 
25 were wounded. 


The base has been under siege since 
Feb. 26. Field reports said gov ernment 
bombers hav e been pounding Com­ 
munist positions around the base, and 
two A1 Sky raiders were reported shot 
down in the past three day s. Transport 
planes hav e been making supply drops 
to the camp, the reports said. 


The International Commission of 
Control and Superv ision agreed to 
inv estigate the fighting at Tong le 
Chan last week but thus far has not 
taken any action. 


The Saigon command said more 
than 400 artillery rounds were fired 
into four gov ernment positions nor­ 
thwest, west and southwest of Hue, in 
the northern part of the country . 
Saigon claimed a total of 105 Com­ 
munist cease-fire v iolations during the 
24 hours ending at 6 a.m. today , and 
said this raised the total since the 
cease-fire Jan. 28 to more than 9 ,000. 
The Saigon command said total ca s­ 
ualties include: North Vietnamese and 
Viet Cong, 15,363 killed; South Viet­ 
namese military —3,259 killed, 15,809 
wounded, 875 missing; civ ilians —474 
killed, 1,356 wounded. 
M eanwhile, the 825-man North 
Vietnamese and American delegations 
to the joint military peacekeeping 
commission began leav ing for Hanoi 
and 
the 
United 
States. 
All

scheduled to be gone by late Saturday . 
U.S. Ambassador Ellsworth Bunker 
also left for the United States to assist 
in the preparations for the meeting 
beginning Monday between President 
Nix on and President Nguy en Van 
Thi§ u at the Western White House in 
San Clemente, Calif.

By THE ASSOCIATED PRESS 
Soup made from weeds and some 
v egetables, rice ami occasionally a 
“ hint” of meat made up the diet for 
American ca ptiv es of the North 
Vietnamese and the Viet Cong. 


At news conferences and in in­ 
terv iews Thursday the men told about 
the food they ate; sev eral said the diet 
improv ed near the end of their cap­ 
tiv ity . 


Lt. Col. lionald C. Waltman of 
Kellogg, Idaho, whose plane was shot 
down Sept. 19 , 19 66, said that for the 
first nine months of his captiv ity he ate 
only green weed soup ami rice twice 
daily . He estimated he lost 65 pounds 
before treatment improv ed late in 
19 69 . 
"In the end we were getting enough 
food and ex ercise,” said Waltman, an 
18-y ear Air Force v eteran whose son is 
a cadet at the Air Force Academy .

1973 Feed Grain Program 
Requirements Reduced 


A further reduction in set-aside 
requirements for the full compliance 
provision of the 1973 Feed Grain 
Program was announced by Secretary 
of Agriculture Earl L. Butz today in 
order to bring U.S. feed grain supplies 
more in line with expected demand. 
The required set-aside for full 
compliance is changed from 25 to IO 
per cent of a producer’s feed grain 
base. For participants who elected not 
to comply fully with the set-aside 
program, the required set-aside 
remains unchanged. 
Today’s action is taken to prevent or 
alleviate a shortage in the supply of 
agricultural commodities. The action 
will free up an estimated additional 
13.5 million acres for production of 
grain and other crops and for forage, 
USDA officials said. Department of­ 
ficials said the action is considered 
necessary after reviewing the March I 
planting intentions report (released 
March 15). The 5,772-million bushel 
production of com for 1973 indicated in 
the report is considered insufficient to 
fulfill projected domestic and export 
demand and maintain adequate 
carryover stocks, they said. 
At the same time the Secretary 
reemphasized that the 53.8 million 
acres of soybeans indicated in the 
March I report are the minimum 
needed in order to meet demand. As a

Pests Confused, Too 
Most of us would like an "instant 
replay” of the short spring we had a 
couple of weeks ago. Instead of us 
fooling Mother Nature, she is fooling 
us. 
And, it’s got the insects confused, 
too. One of the first insects to signal the 
new season is the stonefly. Stonefly 
nymphs (the immature stage) live in 
water, usually under stones in streams 
or along lakeshores. This gives the 
insect its name. Most larvae are plant 
feeders, although a few live by preying 
on other animals. 
You may encounter stoneflies at this 
time of the year, since the insect 
emerges, feeds, and mates during late 
winter and early spring months. The 
spring preview apparently brought 
some of these insects out of hiding, 
since several specimens of the stonefly 
were sent in to the Department of 
Entomology during the past few 
weeks. 
Adult stoneflies are harmless to 
humans. Because they fly around the 
windows, doors, and foundations of 
homes, some of them often find their 
way inside. This alarms homeowners 
because they are not sure if the pest is 
harmless or not. Usually, individuals 
can be picked up with a vacuum 
cleaner and the contents destroyed. A 3 
per cent spray of premium grade 
malathion can be used inside. Direct 
spray at the pest. Outdoors, apply a 3 
per cent malathion spray along 
doorways, windows, porches, patios 
and similar places which may serve as 
an entry for the insects. 
Mail-A-Pest 
If you want to send an insect 
specimen to the Extension En­ 
tomologist for identification, here’s 
how you do it: Place moth, beetle, or 
butterfly specimens in a small, crush­ 
proof box. Put soft - bodied specimens 
such as larvae (worms), spiders, or 
ticks in a via! of rubbing alcohol before 
placing them in mailing tubes or 
comparable mailing containers. Mail 
them or bring them to the County 
Extension Office, at 137 W. Franklin 
Street in Circleville. 
It is usually helpful if you note where 
the insect was found, if only a few or 
many were present, the plant or other 
item on which pest was found, and any 
other information available such as 
damage. 
Fence Me In 
Is your patio like a fishbowl, 
revealing to neighbors and street 
traffic every move you make? So, 
screen viewers out. Naturally, a fence 
is the easiest and quickest way to gain 
privacy. It requires a little space and 
hardly any maintenance. 
Wood is an expensive way to shield 
the backyard, though. Shrubbery that 
is closely spaced will cost only a 
fraction of that of a fence. However, a 
shrub screen will require more space. 
Properly spaced shrubs take up 6 to 12 
feet when they reach the screening 
height. Too, shrubs require several 
years to fill in and reach a sufficient 
height. 
A combination may suit your needs 
better (or quicker). Use a short section 
of fence in areas where immediate 
privacy is desired and fill in the rest of 
the border with shrubs.

Reds Step Up 
Base Seige 
Near Saigon 


SAIGON (AP) — Communist forces 
stepped up their siege of a ranger base 
50 miles north of Saigon today and 
shelled four outposts around Hue, the 
South Vietnamese command reported. 


A communique said the North 
Vietnamese and Viet Cong hit the Tong 
Ie Chan ranger base with more than 
1,300 artillery shells and also made a 
ground attack. The comminique said 
one government soldier was killed and 
25 were wounded. 


The base has been under siege since 
Feb. 26. Field reports said government 
bombers have been pounding Com­ 
munist positions around the base, and 
two Al Skyraiders were reported shot 
down in the past three days.

plan n in g, in Pekin g, an d Dr. lin 
Chi’iaochih, 71, a promin en t gy n eco­ 
logist who visited the Un ited States 
last October, 
It calls for sex ual abstin en ce amon g 
y oun g people durin g y ears when 
sex ual desires an d fertility are usually 
high. 
“We have to educate y oun g people to 
pay more atten tion to their work an d 
studies, an d to social morality ,” the 
two phy sician s said through in - 


terpreters. “Then their en ergies are 
mostly spen t.” 
Family plan n in g, they added, is “a 
spon tan eous desire n ow of women , 
They n o lon ger wan t to be con fin ed to 
the kitchen . They wan t to work, In 
rural areas, the girls wan ts to compete 
with the boy s an d they can ’t do this if 
they are alway s gettin g pregn an t.” 
At the M atern ity Hospital in 
Nan kin g, officials said, 
“n o con ­ 
traceptives are given to un married 
woman —it is n ot n ecessary . 
“The law an d public opin ion are 
again st premarital an d ex tramarital 
sex ual relation s,” the hospital officials 
told visitin g American s. There is n o 
written law con cern in g premarital 
regulation s, but "social an d moral 
pressure are the most effective 
barriers.

They , men an d 
women alike, who have had at least a 
few mon ths medical train in g are the 
first lin e of medical con tact for small 
groups within production brigades in 
coun try side an d city . 
They carry the message of the 
family plan n in g as well as give first 
aid an d vaccin ation s to preven t 
diseases. More elaborate education al 
efforts go on as well, some directed by 
other agen cies or eman atin g from 
hospitals like the Matern ity Hospital in 
Nan kin g. 
Con traceptive pills an d sterilization s 
are free. Here in Nan kin g, pills are 
delivered to women at their homes if 
they n eglect or forget to come for them 
each mon th. 
Women can follow their preferen ce 
con cern in g the ty pe of con traception 
they use—the pill, the IUD or in ­ 
trauterin e device, sterilization or 
husban d’s use of con dom, said Dr s. Li 
an d Lin . Man y men also seek va­ 
sectomies, or surgical sterilization .

It calls for sexual abstinence among 
young people during years when 
sexual desires and fertility are usually 
high. 
“We have to educate young people to 
pay more attention to their work and 
studies, and to social morality,” the 
two physicians said through in­ 


terpreters. “Then their energies are 
mostly spent.” 
Family planning, they added, is “a 
spontaneous desire now of women. 
They no longer want to be confined to 
the kitchen. They want to work. In 
rural areas, the girls wants to compete 
with the beys and they can’t do this if 
they are always getting pregnant.” 
At the Maternity Hospital in 
Nanking, officials said, 
“no con­ 
traceptives are given to unmarried 
woman—it is not necessary. 
“The law and public opinion are 
against premarital and extramarital 
sexual relations,” the hospital officials 
told visiting Americans.

They, men and 
women alike, who have had at least a 
few months medical training are the 
first line of medical contact for small 
groups within production brigades in 
countryside and city. 
They carry the message of the 
family planning as well as give first 
aid and vaccinations to prevent 
diseases. More elaborate educational 
efforts go on as well, some directed by 
other agencies or emanating from 
hospitals like the Maternity Hospital in 
Nanking. 
Contraceptive pills and sterilizations 
are free. Here in Nanking, pills are 
delivered to women at their homes if 
they neglect or forget to come for them 
each month. 
Women can follow their preference 
concerning the type of contraception 
they use—the pill, the IUD or in­ 
trauterine device, sterilization or 
husband’s use of condom, said Drs. Li 
and Un. Many men also seek va­ 
sectomies, or surgical sterilization.

TACOMA, Wash 
(AP)— 
Now they operate used car 
lots instead of palmistry 
parlors, and many of hte 
adults and children attend 
school. 
A 
legendary 
Gypsy 
caravan has rolled to rest in 
Tacoma. 
Historically, the Gypsies 
have eluded the census takers 
by teaching their children 
false names, 
and 
evaded 
truant officers 
by their 
spontaneous mobility and 
their 
ancestral 
Romany 
language. Most are illiterate 
and see scant need to learn to 
read or write. 
But now, the only Gypsy 
school in the nation has been 
started here. It is sponsored 
by the State 
Division of 
Vocational Rehabilitation 
and funded by a $155,000 
three-year grant. 
Phonics, reading, spelling 
and math are taught adult 
men for two hours two nights 
a week in a grade school. 
Gypsy men come from as far 
away as Portland and Seattle 
to learn. 
The Gypsies are suspicious 
of the Gad joe, or outsider, 
meaning anyone who is not a 
Gypsy. 
Yet about 20 youngsters 
from approximately 60 Gypsy 
families 
attend 
regular 
elementary school here, a 
practice which is also unique 
nationally. The children often 
have trouble with English, 
their second language, but 
are exceptionally quick in 
arithmetic. 
The adult school includes 
an hour on the fundamentals 
of the used car business. Four 
years ago, a dynamic Gypsy 
leader name Miller Stevens 
convinced a group of men to 
enter vocational training in 
managing used car lots. Now 
five of them own their own 
lots here, with some Small 
Business Administraton help. 
Stevens, the national leader 
of the American Gypsies, was 
the first Tacoma Gypsy to 
own a used car lot. 
“Now I 
have 
my own 
license to sell cars, but today 
insurance companies still 
demand co-signers before 
they will bond Gypsies,” he 
said. 


Running a used car lot 
when you can’t read or write 
can raise problems, and 
officials 
of 
the 
State

cultural taboos which dictate 
that tribal members avoid 
Gadjo

dishes, schools and social 
institutions remain intact. 
Thier leaders day the 
Gypsies are still suffering 
from pervasive prejudice 
which keeps them out of 
work, out of stable homes, 
and often on the run. 
In spite of these problems, 
Gypsy communities are not 
plagued by drug abuse, 
illegitim acy, 
runaways, 
juvenile 
delinquency 
or 
alcoholism. Suicide is al­ 
most unknown among them. 
But the first light breezes of 
change are stirring up their 
culture as well as their 
trades. The younger Gypsies 
are fond of dropping into 
Gadjo restaurants where they 
enjoy their hamburgers and 
coffee, apparently indifferent 
to the violaton of their 
cultural codes on eating.

To Saigon 


WASHINGTON (AP) - Ellsworth 
Bunker, who has served as am ­ 
bassador to South 
Vietnam , 
is 
resigning and will be succeeded by 
career diplomat Graham A. Martin, 
the White House has announced. 
The White House Friday announced 
the resignation of Bunker, who has 
been at Saigon for six years, and the 
pending appointment of Martin, for­ 
mer ambassador to Thailand, Italy 
and other countries. 
Press secretary Ronald L. Ziegler 
said that Nixon accepted Bunker’s 
resignation with “deepest personal 
regret” and voiced “deep gratitude” 
for his “superior service to his country 
and the cause of peace in Indochina.” 
Ziegler said Bunker, 78, will take on 
“other duties” for the President, to be 
announced in the “relatively near 
future.” This may include service as a 
special adviser on Indochina affairs. 
Bunker is returning to the United 
States and will participate in for­ 
thcoming talks between Nixon and 
South Vietnamese President Nguyen 
Van Thieu at the western White House 
in San Clemente, Calif., Ziegler said. 
Before Saigon, Bunker had a long 
foreign service career as ambassador 
to several nations, including Italy and 
Argentina.

For Transplants Successful 


NOGALES, Ariz. (AP) - Doctors 
may one day be able to preserve the 
skin of dead persons for use later in 
grafting over burns and other wounds 
of the living, a researcher says. 
This possibility was held out Friday 
by Dr. William T. Summerlin of the 
Sloan-Kettering Institute, New York, 
at a science writers seminar sponsored 
by the American Cancer Society. 
Summerlin emphasized that, while 
human skin has been preserved and 
transplanted to other humans and the 
method has succeeded in animals, the 
work is still experimental. 
Understanding why cultured skin 
tissue can be transplanted from one 
person to another while fresh skin 
cannot may lead to a better un­ 
derstanding of cancer immunology, 
Summerlin said.

feasible, skin ulcers and other wounds 
might be repaired with the cultured 
skin, he added. 
Asked how long it might be before 
hospitals would have human skin 
hanks, he replied: “Years.” 
Summerlin said he has succeeded 
with transplants of other persons’ skin 
with six patients, and he has worked 
with more than 500 mice. 
He said his findings have been 
duplicated by researchers at Stanford 
University, in Boston, in Albany, N.Y., 
and in Holland. 
Summerlin’s human patients have 
retained grafts of others’ skin for up to 
four and a half years. 
Ordinarily, human skin transplanted 
from one person to another Is rejected. 
But Summerlin said he has found 
that, if the skin to be transplanted Is 
placed first in a laboratory medium 
containing nutrients for four to six 
weeks, it can be successfully tran­ 
splanted. 
During this period of preservation, 
the skin loses some of its cells, but 
three or four days after transplant it is 
reconstituted on the body of the 
recipient, he said. 
The largest graft of cultured human 
skin so far tried has been I Mi inches by 
I Mi inches.
